issue involves a fundamental weak ness

of assigning values to p rop erty that accurately 
leflect the earning cap acity of the p rop erty. 
. Farm land, of course, is valued at a con­ 
siderably lower figure than urban land used 
Ibr residential or commercial p urp oses. Con- 
gidering the return from the p rop erty and its 
p ossible normal resale value, this is generally 
p rop er. 


For a proî>crt> owner who genuinely wants 
to k eep this fringe land in agricultural use. the 
increase in valuation seems unfair. It becomes 
unfeasible to use the land for farming If the 
taxes are increased substantially. 
But if fringe land is taxed at the relatively 
low agricultural value and then is sold for 
many times this value for urban develop ment, 
the owner has not p aid an adequate amount of 
taxes. Other taxp ayers must mak e up 
t hi s 
deficiency. This can hardly be considered fair 
Moreover, there is a p ertinent question of 
orderly city develop ment involved. As long as 
urban fringe land can be taxed at agricultural 
values, there sometimes is a reluctance to 
sell it or to develop it for residential or com­ 
mercial p urp oses. Develop ers then will b uy 
available land farther from the city limits. 
This brings a leap frogging of undevelop ed 
land and a needless extension of streeU and 
utilities that is both unsightly and costly to a 
city. 
.\s long as state and local governments in 
N e b r a s k a are dep endent almost entirely 
on p rop erty values for taxation, it is imp era­ 
tive that assessed values reflect the true value 
of real estate.

For this election, it now be­ 
gins to ap p ear, the old established ruling

industrial 
and p ublishing magnates in

are either in favor of 
the election of President John­ 
son or at least are not strong­ 
ly op p ofed to it.

Stalin could see the U.S. embassy every 
time he went in and out of the Kremlin. AH 
the great Soviet p arades were held in full 
view of the U.S. flag. 


Goldwater. 'But the critical fact is that the 
leaders of the Rep ublican p arty are so much 
resigned to a Johnson victory that they have 
not tak en an active p art in the internal strug­ 
gle of the Rep ublican p arty.

The best safeguards yet devised are bug-p roof 
rooms within embassies. Talk is p ossible in 
t he s e rooms-within-rooms without fear of 
eavesdrop p ing.

Its tiieme was 
that p eople look ed aU over the world for 
things they cherished and failed to see that 
acres of diamonds lay at their very feet.

o l the 
United States has just handed down a deci­ 
sion which transcends in imp ortance its rul­ 
ing of May 1954 ordering p ublic schools to be 
desegregated. 
This time the Sup reme 
Court goes further. It under­ 
tak es to tell the legislative 
body of a Virginia county 
how it shaU ap p rop riate the 
taxp ayers’ money. It tells the 
Board of Sup ervisors, which 
is the legislative body of the 
county under the constitution 
of the state of Virginia, that 
a federal court order can be 
issued commanding the coun­ 
ty board to levy certain taxes 
Lawrence 
and sp end certain funds for p urp oses sp eci­ 
fied by the court. 
No such sweep ing decision has ever come 
from the Sup reme Court in the history of the 
United States. The theory of the federal Con­ 
stitution has always been that the executive, 
legislative, and judicial p owers are sep arate, 
and ^ a t the right of the p eop le to govern 
themselves and to elect a legislative body to 
decide how tax money shall be sp ent cannot 
be interfered with or imp aired by any order 
of a court.

This 
has heretofore always been believed to be dis­ 
cretionary with the legislative body. 
If the p rincip le established by the high 
couri is accep ted, it could mean that the 
federal judiciary may undertak e to tell Con­ 
gress how it shall sp end tax m(mey, and p ar­ 
ticularly to order the national legislature, as 
well as the state legislatures, to sp end the 
money in ways which 
tha court itself would 
decide. 
Most surp rising of 
aU, however, is the 
concep t exp ressed by the Sup reme Court that 
it may at will substitute its own decrees for 
tlie judgment usually rendered by a state or 
county legislative body elected by the p eo­ 
p le. An oligarchy of nine men, ap p ointed for 
life, could virtually control the income and 
outgo of the budgets and, in eflect, force the

Morrison further ex 
plained that the present law 
enacted b y our State Legis­ 
lature forb ids a cooperative 
arrangement whereb y the De­ 
partment ef AgricnUnre may 
have any of the products of 
its Industrial Research pro­ 
gram tested b y the College of 
Agriculture or the U.S. De­ 
partment of Agrlcnlture. Be 
this sst end not merely a mis­ 
interpretation of the law, then 
I would urgently recommend 
a revision ef the law hy the 
Legislature at its next ses­ 
sion, for the good of our citi­ 
zens. 
“This whole affair reminds 
me of a somewhat similar sit­ 
uation b ack in 1942, which I 
investigated at the time as a 
memb er of the Agricultural 
College Experiment Station 
Staff and reported in the 
AprU, 1943, issue of the Amer­ 
ican Society of A gr o n om y 
Journal. 
“Our results also received 
wide pub licity b y the press. 
Two commercial hormone 
dust-treatments (Graino and 
Stay mone) for the seed of 
farm crops were b eing rec­ 
ommended and offered for 
sale nationally b y their man­ 
ufacturers. TTie alleged b ene­ 
fits were quicker, stronger 
and higher percentage germi- 
n a t i on ; improved stands; 
stronger root systems; more 
rapid plant growth; superior 
resistance to adverse climat­ 
ic factors; greater pl a n t 
size; sub stantially increased 
yileds of forage and grain; 
hastening of maturity; help 
in fighting drouth, erosion, 
wind damage and other plant 
enemies, actually providing 
drouth insurance; all ob tained 
at low cost per acre. 
“In exceptionally thorough 
field experiments, b oth treated 
and untreated seed of oats, 
b arley, soyb eans, and corn 
were compared on the Experi­ 
ment Station farm with re­ 
spect to the ab ove claims, 
using standard crop-prodnc- 
tion practices. 
“It was concluded that no 
significant 
b enefits 
as 
to 
germination, seeding develop­ 
ment, maturity, or yield were 
derived from either hormone 
seed-treatment applied to any 
of the crops. And finally, 
“judged b y the outcome of 
these investigations and those 
reported in the literature, no 
hormone seed treatment can 
b e recommended in Neb raska 
for any farm crop. 
“In the fall of the following 
year, 1963, while in attendance 
at an agricultural meeting in 
Chicago, the manufacturer of 
Graino said to me ‘As the re­ 
sult of your Neb raska experi­ 
ments my company lost two 
million dollars.’ The demand 
had completely sub sided. This 
was tough luck for the manu­ 
facturer b ut good fortune for 
the farmer and gardener to 
know the facts.”

Chlorinated hydrocarbons— 
non-degradable insecticides—

Nebra.sk a S t a t e 
Game Commission Director 
Mel Steen said Thursday. 
Steen blamed this type of 
crop spray for massiv e fish 
k ills rei^rted along the Mis­ 
souri Riv er between Kansas 
City and St. Louis. 
Steen said there is no com­ 
parable situation yet in the 
Missouri as it flows by Ne­ 
brask a but predicted aquatic 
life in the stream north of 
Kansas City will also die in 
great numbers ev entually un­ 
less nse of the chlorinated hy­ 
drocarbon sprays is ellminal- 
ed. 
Steen 
suggested 
farmers 
use organic phosphates to 
spray their fields because al­ 
though they too are highly 
poisonous they decompose af­ 
terwards. 
The Game Commission di­ 
rector said chlorinated hydro­ 
carbons — of which DDT is 
an example—are extremely 
dangerous because they hav e 
long lasting, residual and cu­ 
mulativ e effects.” 
He said they “are highly 
stable and do not break down 
in nature but go on poisoning 
indefinitely.” 
Steen said Game Commis­ 
sion chemists hav e examined 
fish from Nebrask a streams 
and found they “hav e one or 
more of these chlorinated hy­ 
drocarbons in their tissues 
right now.” 
He noted such fish are 
caught and consumed by in­ 
div iduals. 
Steen said chlorinated hy­ 
drocarbons are more widely 
used by farmers now f or 
spraying than less dangerous 
chemicals because they are 
cheaper. 
“To sav e a few pennies an 
acre we gamble our future 
surv iv al,” he said.

W. W. Nuemberg er, comment­ 
ing on Minneapolis Juvenile 
Judg e Lindsay Arthur’s criti­ 
cism of the Montana system, 
said he is g enerally in fig ree- 
ment with Judg e Arthur. 
“However, Nebraska la w 
permits that adult 
c o ur t s 
can handle JnvenOet who are 
involved in serious crimes. 
The determlnatioB Is left to 
the county attorneys,” s a i d 
Judg e Nuernberg er. 
“That does not mean that 
there is an indication 
t h a t 
Juvenile courts should be abol­ 
ished. The report that they 
have been abolished in Mon­ 
tana is not accurate,” he 
said. 
The two-year-old Montana 
ex periment of Judg e Lester 
Loble of Helena claims that 
decreasing 
juvenile 
crime 
rates have resulted from try­ 
ing young sters in open courts 
and disclosing their names in 
the news media. 
Status Symbol 
Judg e Arthur, who was in 
tincoln for the Juvenile Court 
Judg es Institute, criticized the 
prog ram as promoting a sta­ 
tus s y m b o l for juveniles 
whose names are reported in 
the news media. 
Judg e Nuemberg er said, *T 
Would like to see someone 
make a thoroug h investig a­ 
tion of the system iu Mon­ 
tana. 1 would like to 
wtt their 
police records and FBI re­ 
ports. You can’t g et a clear, 
overall picture from c o ur t 
records alone.” 
Nuemberg er p o i n t e d out 
that only about a fourth of 
juveniles arrested in Lincoln 
are actually charg ed wi t h 
crimes. 
“Often the police handle a 
situation when minor crimes 
are involved and the youth is 
a first offender,” he said. 


*T don’t believe Judg e Lo­ 
ble is sug g esting that juvenile 
courts be abolished. Neither 
do I ag ree with his idea that 
publicity is a deterrent in the 
majority of cases. However, 
publication may result in a 
different response for some 
individuals and act as a de­ 
terrent.” 
Media Cooperative 
R e g a r di ng publication, 
Nuemberg er referred to his 
stand on that issue in Lan­ 
caster County about a year 
ag o: “I feel that the news 
media while having the re­ 
sponsibility to report events 
to the public, has been cooper­ 
ative in working thing s out 
with us.” 
*T have always been satis­ 
fied widi the approach of the 
news media here reg arding 


juveniles. I think there is 
more to be g ained by publi 
dzittg a problem, such as an 
increase in young sters In 
volved in joy-riding , but pub- 
Uthing the names is not g en­ 
erally a g ood means of disci­ 
pline.” 
Nuernberg er added that he 
would not condone the Mon­ 
tana method for another rea­ 
son. “This procedure removes 
the responsibility of the fam­ 
ily to teach a child re.spect 
for the law, for other people, 
and for the property of oth­ 
ers.” 
But, he emphasied, if the 
authorities in Montana hon­ 
estly feel the prog ram is the 
answer to the problem of ju- 
V e n i 1 e delinq uency, more 
facts and fig ures are needed 
to support that claim.”
